DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

In response to the amendment filed 12 March 2009 wherein applicant amends claims 22, 29, 

claims 1-21, 27, 37, 41-49 have been canceled pre\'iously without prejudice, claims 33-36, 38-40, 50- 
52 have been withdrawn previously, and claims 22-26 and 28-32 are pending in this application. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 1.312.

The application has been amended as foUows: 

Please cancel withdrawn claims 33-36, 38-40 and 50-52. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art along with 
applicant's arguments do not disclose nor teach according to independent claims 22 and 29, a 
playing card reader having a housing with a receptacle to receive a plurality of playing cards; a 
transmitter and receiver within the housing; at least a first antenna positioned to identify at least 
some of the playing cards; and computer-readable medium storing a mapping that uniquely identifies 
playing cards based on a random distribution of conductive material carried by each of the playing 
cards, wherein at least one of a number of aspects of the conductive material carried by each playing

card corresponds to a respective rank or suit of the respective playing card, the number of the 
aspects of the conductive material including the number and size of the conductive material. The 
closes prior art of Fujimoto in view of Verschuur discloses a playing card reader having a housing to 
receive a plurality of playing cards, a transmitter and receiver within the housing; an antenna coil 
which uses an induction magnetic filed as a transmission medium to identifies at least some of the 
playing cards and a medium in the form of IC chips. Fujimoto and Verschuur fail to disclose a 
computer-readable medium storing a mapping that uniquely identifies playing cards carried by each 
of the playing cards, wherein at least one of a number of aspects of the conductive material carried 
by each playing card corresponds to a respective rank or suit of the respective playing card, the 
number of the aspects of the conductive material including the number and size of the conductive 
material. Dependent claims 23-26, 28 and 30-32 are allowed through there dependency.
